INTRODUCTION 

A COLLECTION  of  good  Japanese  color  prints  does  not  need 
an  introduction.   American  collectors  are  known  to  be  the 
most  discriminating. 

A  series  of  about  thirty  Chinese  color  prints  may,  however, 
deserve  a  word  of  comment. 

We  have  all  seen  "Chinese  color  prints"  that  are  in  reality 
hasty  reprints  of  the  "Chieh-Tse-Yuan  Hua-Chuan"  or  "Treatise 
on  Painting  from  the  Mustard  Seed  Garden,"  printed  in  Japan 
towards  1812,  or  printed  in  China  about  1890  and  1906.  Color 
and  lines  of  these  worthless  reprints  are  equally  lacking  in 
character,  and  give  no  more  idea  of  the  charm  and  quality  of 
the  old  prints  than  an  oleograph  sold  in  the  country  fair  gives 
an  idea  of  the  Sistine  Madonna. 

The  early  Chinese  color  prints  have  never  been  offered  in 
this  country  and  have  escaped  everybody's  vigilance.  Only  Mr. 
Langdon  Warner,  in  Philadelphia,  treasures  an  early  edition  of 
another  Chinese  book  with  color  prints,  the  "Shi-Chu-Chai-Shu- 
Hua-T'se,"  or  "Register  of  the  Ten  Bamboo  Hall  in  Word  and 
Picture";  and  the  Far  Eastern  department  of  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art  possesses  several  of  the  early  prints  and  also  a 
stone  printing  slab  which,  in  my  opinion,  has  been  used  for 
color  printing. 

The  interest  in  these  Chinese  color  prints  is  double:  historic 
and  artistic.  Scholars  agree  that  color  printing  began  in  Japan 
about  1740.  The  British  Museum  possesses  a  set  of  Chinese 
color  prints  which  belonged  to  the  collection  of  Sir  Hans  Sloane, 
and  which  come  from  an  album  lettered  on  the  back  "Japanese 
and  Chinese  Drawings  e  Mss.  Kaempfer."  There  is  no  reason 
to  doubt  this  statement.  Kaempfer  left  Japan  in  1693.  These 
Chinese  color  prints  must  therefore  be  previous  to  1693,  or 
fifty  years  earlier  than  the  earliest  Japanese  color  prints. 

This  date  is  corroborated  by  the  date  found  in  the  earliest 
edition  of  the  first  volume  of  the  "Mustard  Seed  Garden,"  which 
is  1679.  The  earliest  date  contained  in  Volumes  II  and  III  is 
1701.  Mr.  Langdon  Warner's  copy  of  "The  Ten  Bamboo  Hall" 
is  said  to  be  dated  1625.    Other  editions  of  the  Bamboo  Hall 


dated  1682  and  about  1700,  are  known.  The  series  of  the 
Twelve  Months  with  the  mark  "Made  by  Liang-Hsien  of  the 
Ting  family  in  Ko-su"  is  from  the  Kang  Hsi  period,  according 
to  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  experts. 

All  this  evidence  proves  that  Chinese  color  prints  preceded 
the  Japanese  color  prints,  and  that  the  Japanese  color  prints 
are  probably  descendants  of  the  Chinese  color  prints.  It  is  not 
entirely  impossible  that  the  Chinese,  during  the  Kang  Hsi  period, 
were  acquainted  through  Jesuit  missionaries  with  the  European 
chiaroscuro  print.  All  of  this  more  than  justifies  the  extreme 
historic  interest  in  Chinese  color  prints. 

Not  less  considerable  is  the  artistic  merit  of  the  Chinese 
color  prints.  Technically,  they  are  not  so  simple  as  Japanese 
color  prints.  Dr.  Julius  Kurth  in  his  learned  monograph,  "Der 
Chinesische  Farbendruck,"  1922,  wonders  whether  the  Chinese 
color  prints  have  been  printed  from  wood  blocks  or  stone  and 
lead  slabs.  He  also  discusses  how  certain  relief  effects  might 
have  been  produced  by  a  process  similar  to  the  making  of  stone 
rubbings.  He  further  discusses  the  production  of  certain  gradu- 
ated, soft  hues  which  can  be  observed  on  some  of  the  Chinese 
prints.  I  found  in  1916  a  Chinese  stone  slab  in  San  Francisco 
engraved  on  both  sides,  from  which  I  was  able — in  collabora- 
tion with  Professor  Nahl  of  the  Art  Department  of  Berkeley 
University — to  make  prints  with  relief  effects  and  hues  of  color 
similar  to  those  observed  in  certain  Chinese  prints.  This  slab 
and  some  of  the  prints  are  now  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art,  and  perhaps  help  to  solve  the  problem  discussed  by 
Dr.  Kurth. 

Some  of  the  Chinese  color  prints  have  a  strange  resemblance 
to  modern  art  in  their  simplicity  of  construction  in  color  and 
line,  and  are  curiously  reminiscent  of  the  constructive  simplicity 
of  a  Picasso  or  Matisse.  The  present  collection  contains  one 
print  of  the  series  of  the  Twelve  Months,  the  only  one  that  to 
our  knowledge  was  ever  in  the  market  and  of  which  the  only 
duplicate  is  in  the  Graphic  Collection  in  Munich.  It  is  repro- 
duced in  color  in  Plate  II  of  Kurth's  monograph.  The  collection 
contains,  furthermore,  choice  specimens  of  the  "Mustard  Seed 
Garden"  and  the  "Ten  Bamboo  Hall,"  which  were  used  as  origi- 
nals for  the  masterly  reproductions  in  the  album,  "Chinesische 
Farbdrucke,"  published  by  the  Marees-Gesellschaft  in  Munich, 


with  text  by  Otto  Fischer  and  under  the  direction  of  the  well- 
known  artist  and  graphic  expert,  Emil  Orlik.  For  comparison's 
sake,  both  publications  will  be  on  exhibition. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  public  collections  of  America  will 
take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  secure  these  precious  and 
beautiful  specimens  of  Chinese  graphic  art.
